Solicitor for Gallagher et al Submits 
His Arguments to Mr. 
Justice Stuart 


‘COUNSEL FOR DEFENSE WiLL 


SUBMIT HIS REPLY THIS WEEK 


'O. M. Biggar, K. C. Counsel for Plain 


tiff, Says That Above Mentioned 
Councilmen Should Not be Allowed 
to Vote on Motion Providing for 
Dismissal of Utilities Commissioner 


That Aldermen Mould and Grindley are disqualified from voting 
on the dismissal of Commissioner Bouillon, on the ground of inter- 
est, and that Aldermen McInnis, Lundy and Gowan are disqualified 
on the ground of prejudgment and interest, is the contention of O. 
M. Biggar, counsel for the plaintiff in the action of Gallagher vs. 
Armstrong, in the argument which he completed yesterday, and 
handed in to Mr. Justice Stuart, the trial judge, and to W. L. Walsh, 
K.C., counsel for the city in the recent action. 

Mr. Biggar asks for a declaration that Commissioner Bouillon 
can be dismissed only “after notice has been given of what is al- 
leged against him,” and he has been “given a chance to be heard.” 
He asks for a declaration that the meeting which was arranged for 
February 25th, for the purpose of confirming the motion discharg- 
ing Commissioner Bouillon, was improperly called, and for an in- 
junction restraining the city council from passing any resolution to 
dismiss Com. Bouillon except after notice has been given of com- 
plaints against him, and hearing has been held, and then only by a 
vote of such aldermen as are not named as being disqualified to 
vote upon this question. 

Of the council of nine members, inclusive of Mayor Armstrong, 
only four would be eligible to vote upon the question of the dismis- 
sal of Com. Bouillon, if the contention of Mr. Biggar is upheld. 
The four against whose right to vote no argument is raised are 
.Mayor Armstrong, and Adermen Millar, Hyndman and McKinley. 

In the opening pages of the document which has just been plac- 
ed in the hatds of the judge and the defendant's counsel, Mr. Biggar 
deals withthe application’of Mr. Walsh for a non-suit on the ground 
that. the action, was not properly constituted, that it should have 
been constituted, if at all, by the attorney general's department. Mr. 
Walsh contended that only when the person applying for an in- 
.junction of this character, were pecuniarily interested in. such being 
granted, could the proceedings be instituted by him, and quoted a 
number of ‘English and Canadian cases in support of his contention. 
Mr. Biggar submits that Mr. Gallagher as a ratepayer, is in almost 
the identical position of a shareholder in a company, and that .he 
has, therefore, an indirect pecuniary interest in the action. Mr. 
Biggar quotes one of the parties interested in the pro-Bullion agita- 
tion as describing the dismissal of Com. Bouillon as'“‘the removal of 
the watch dog from the treasury.”. He contends that “either the at- 
torney general or Mr. Bouillon might be added as parties, time be- 
ing allowed for the purpose. 

“In view of the decision of Mr. Justice Beck,” says Mr. Biggar, 
the plaintiff cannot be blamed for going down to trial without them. 

“Altogether apart from any technical legal question it would be 
most unfortunate after the merits have been tried, to allow this case 
to be disposed of on any question of its constitution.” 

Mr. Walsh's argument in reply to Mr. Biggar will be complete 
in a few days.

FORTY SURVEYORS 
WILL LEAVE CITY 


Big Army Will @ 
to Sub-Divide Several 
Acres. 


o North In Few Weeks

Between thirty and forty Dominion 
land surveyors will leave Edmonton 
within the next month to subdivide land 
in the coluntry north of the.city, and in 
the Peace river astrict. 

These surveyors will lay out during 
the summer a tract of several mitton 
acres of new homes‘ead land, the ma- 
jority of which will be within £00 or 
200 miles of the city. 

Those ‘surveyor's whose season's 
work will take them beyond the bound- 
aries of the northern rivers, have al- 
ready left the city, oin order to take 
advantage of the river trails before the 
ice goes oul. These include the party 
of flve surveyors thal will work in the 
Peace river block, and the two. sur- 
veyors that will run meridian lines 
north of the Peace River towards the 
northern boundary of the province.
